CYCLONt HIT ST. LOUIS 
THURSDAY AFTERNOON 


St. Louis, Septem ber 30.—St. Louis 
awoke only today to full realization 
of the appalling toll of the 
four-in- 
ute m essage of yesterday's tornado— 
84 known dead, 671 treated for 
in­ 
juries, 5000 homes and business struc- 
tutes destroyed or damaged over 
a 
devastated arear of six square miles 
and official estim ates of the dam age 
running from $10,000,000 to $100,000,- 
000. 
The tabulation 
of deaths, 
in­ 
jured and dam age mounted 
steadily 
throughout the night, and it was fear­ 
ed that 
further 
exploration 
today 
might increase the first two figures. 
Downtown St. Louis escaped vir­ 
tually unscracthed, but some of the 
city ’s 
finest 
homes 
along 
Lindell 
Boulevard from Newstead avenue to 
Grand Boulevard were laid waste. 
The area of greatest 
destruction 
lay roughly southw est 
to northeast, 
bounded by Forest Dark 
Boulevard. 
Sarah Street, Pendleton avenue 
and 
IIerl>ert street. 
The black, sw irling funnel seemed 
to have appeared without warning in 
the vicinity of Forest Park, to 
have 
pursued a zig zag course for six m il­ 
es of to leap the M ississippi river and 
dissipate its fury with a last twist 
at the 
Illinois 
Tri-cities, 
Venice. 
Granite City and Madison, in which 
six persons were killed and 20 injur­ 
ed. 
Every St. Louis policeman and fire­ 
men was called out on special duty, 
but their numbers wen* inadequate to 
patrol the stricken area and a regi­ 
ment of state militiamen was ordered 
on duty. 
Orders to shoot lmiters were 
issued. 
Only two reports of looting 
were made last night, but neither was 
verified. 
A citizen’s relief com m ittee of 38. 
with Mayor Victor Miller as 
chair­ 
man, hurriedly was organised. May­ 
or Miller issued an appeal for funds. 
The damage estim ate of from $10,- 
000.000 to $100,000,000 came from E. 
E. Christopher, building com m ission­ 
er. 
Insurance men made a flat esti­ 
mate of $75,000,000 damage. 
The tornado was the second in St. 
Ixiuis history. The first struck thirty- 
one years ago and claimed 140 lives 
in St. I^ouis ami 160 in the vicinity. 
The two tornadoes followed generally 
the same course. 
The estim ated area 
of the twister of 1806 was eight miles 
in length and from one-quarter to a 
mile and quarter wide. 
Throughout 
the

crumpled houses, fallen trees, wreck­ 
ed factories and business 
buildings 
and twisted w iresrm en dug frantical­ 
ly in the darkness all night. 
Shortly 
before 4 o’clock this morning explor­

High School found the bodies of two 
little girls. 
Seven school 
buildings, 
housing 6500 children, were in 
the 
tornado-swept area, but only at Cen­ 
tral high were there a report of fa 
talities.

huge tow'er was sent crashing down 
on the auditorium. 
That the death list did not soar high 
into the hundreds was attributed

ment was to bo put to a vote.

Considerable opposition to the

however, 
was 
expressed by the three negro mem­ 
bers of the city council, who 
voted 
ngainst it, and it was
